We 
are well into the third year of the war, 
but there is little evidence that such a 
plan exists. At this moment the Somme 
offensive remains arrested; Bukharest 
has fallen to the enemy ; Genera] Sarrail’s 
Army, in the mountains of Macedonia, is 
threatened in front with forces diverted 
from Rumania, while he has in his rear 
the soldiery of King Constantine, who, 
flushed with their triumph in expelling 
the Allies, are indulging in a carnival of 
anarchy and outrage at Athens. All these 
troubles, in so far as their origins are 
military and not diplomatic, derive from 
the late Government's persistent refusal 
to decide, once and for all, between the 
relative importarce of the claims of the 
western and eastern fronts, and to take 
action in accordance with that décision. 
The fall of Bukharest makes further 
evasion of that question, fundamental to 
the whole strategy of the war, infinitely 
dangerous ; 
emergency has produced a Government 
which will not seek to evade it. The con- 
sequences of the capture of Bukharest 
must affect the whole military situation. 
The Russo-Rumanian forces are still in 
retreat, and are not expected to stand 
until they reach the line of the River 


the Carpathians and discharges into the 
Danube neat its delta. 
almost the whole length of the Balkan 
Peninsula separates General Sarrail's 
forces in Macedonia. The very basis of 
their action in that field is thus com- 
promised. There remains no reasonable 
probability that they can achieve in the 
near future the object of joining up with 
the Russo-Rumanian forces across Bul- 
garia, and so severing Germany's com- 
munications with the Orient.

The alternative is to 
retain in Macedonia only forces sufficient 
to hold the Salonika point of re-entry 
defensively, at the same time cutting out 
by the most drastic means the cancer of 
Athens in the rear, and to concentrate our 
whole offensive effort in France. 

The root question which the new Govern- 
ment has to answer, and to answer at 
once, so far as the conduct of the war 
abroad is cfhcerned, concerns that vital 
and long evaded decision between the 
west alld the east. Only when the whole 
situation has been explored, fearlessly and 
thoroughly as it was never explored by 
the late Government, and a fearless and 
thorough decision been taken and main- 
tained, can such cognate problems as that 
iof man-power be envisaged in their 
true proportions, and the necessary action 
be taken towards their solution. At home

It admits of but one real 
answer—all the measures of the late 
Government were merely so much tinker- 
ing with non-essentials—and that answer 
is a vast extension of food production at 
home. We welcome Sir Edward Carson’s 
inclusion in the new Government not only 
because he possesses the gifts of mind and 
character which count in waging war, not 
only because we believe that he will find 
a means of making Ireland's man-power 
available for the war, but also because his 
inclusion is a guarantee that the Govern- 
ment will undertake such a policy of food 
production.

No personal piques or 
prejudices can be permitted to hamper 
the freedom of Mr. Lloyd George and his 
colleagues to deal with these great ques- 
tions as drastically as the national neces- 
sities demand.

Science and Industry. 


Professor J. A. McClelland, in a letter 
which we print this morning, calls atten- 
tion to the latest scheme of State assist- 
ance for scientific and industrial re- 
search. Our readers are aware that Pro- 
fessor McClelland is a member of the 
Advisory Council which was appointed in 
1915 to act in conjunction with a Special 
Committee of the Privy Council for 
Scientific and Industrial Research. A 
sum of money was placed at the disposal 
of the Committee, but it did not go very 
far. The money was not intended to 


finance the work of research itself, but: 


to provide’ the expenses of the Advisory 
Council in its preliminary work of sur- 
veying the ground. . From the re 
seatch work that is contemplated in- 
dustries will benefit, and the industries 
ought to bear some of the cost, It is 
also, however, a matter of national in- 
terest that the fruits of research should 
be available for British industries, 
and the State may properly take a share 
in the financing of it. Moreover, various 
lines of research which it may seem desir- 
able to undertake will not promise resylts 
of immediate commercial utility, and in- 
dividual firms will hesitate to invest 
money in them. German industries 
have derived great advantage in recent 
years from the results of research work 
subsidised both by the State, by indus- 
trial organisations, and by individual 
firms. The new scheme is designed partly 
to help British industries to redeem their 
position in that respect, and

an important feature of the scheme. In- 
dustrial associations may be formed for 
the sole purpose of scientific research for 
the benefit of the various trades, or exist- 
ing associations may create a special re- 
be section for the purpose. Contribu- 
tions by traders to such associations or sec- 
tions will be accounted as working ex- 
penses for income-tax purposes. This 
concession (which also carries 4 certain 
proportion of relief from the excess profits 
tax) is to be regarded as an inducement 
to industries to embark, as the Marquis 
of Crewe said lately, “on the sometimes 
unknown sea of research.” In England, 
at any rate—we do “not know what 
equivalent step will be taken in regard 
to Ireland—it is proposed, concurrently 
with the establishment of the new Re- 
search Department, to increase the grants 
to technical schools, and also, in connec- 
tion with schools, to make arrange- 
ments for the training of teachers and for 
scholarships to carry specially selected 
industrial students to the Universities. 
Hitherto .the rewards open to research 
workers in the United Kingdom have: been 
poor. Under the auspices of the new 
Department there will be steady work for 
many such men, and provision is being 
made for the strengthening of their ranks.

Cattle Prices. 


The threat of compulsory “ meatless 
days” has done the Irish cattle trade no 
harm yet. In fact, there is every prospect 
that cross-Channel buyers will be at least 
us eager to secure Irish beasts during the 
rest. of the war period as they have been 
all this year. If the proposed measures 
have the effect of reducing the total 
amount of meat consumed in the United 
Kingdom, the reduction will occur not in 
meat of Irish origin but in the supplies 
which are brought from distant sources. 
Indeed, it is the diminution of tonnage 
available for the transport of overseas 
supplies which constitutes the real com- 
pulsion to a ‘ca’ canny” policy in respect 
of meat eating. If that diminution goes on 
at the rate of the past two months, Eng- 
land will become more, rather than less, 
dependent on Ireland for the supply of 
meat. At the moment, however, there is 
no remarkable change in the state of the 
demand. Cross-Channel buyers bought 
eagerly in the Dublin Cattle Market yes- 
terday, as they always do at this time of 
the year, when the special requirements 
of the Christmas beef market coincide 
with a restriction of supply due to the 
disappearance of grass-fed animals. The 
prices obtained for cattle yesterday were 
good. They were not record prices by any 
means, and this is not the time of year 
for records. The record for Dublin 
Market remains at the 74s, per cwt., 
reached in the spring of this year. At 


rates varied from 85s. to 95s. per cwt.— 
30s. higher than pre-war rates. These 
rates are offered, of course, for beasts 
which have been fattened specia!!y for the 
Christmas market. The prices show that 
there is plenty of money in England for 
spending on the Christmas supplies.’ Ire- 
land is getting somo, at any rate, of the 
benefit of that oxpenditure.

SALONIKA, Tvespay (Delayed). 

In consequence of the grave events in Athens 
all shipping between the ports of Old Greece 
and Salonika is sugpended. The. latest arrivals 
here report that; anarchy reigns at Athens. 
The shops and theatres remain closed, but no 
further street fights have taken place owing to 
the absence of consbatants, many families having 
taken refuge in the Pireus. Theprinting offices 
of the Venezelist newspaper, Wea Hellas, have 
been destroyed, with those of other Venezelist 
organs. However, these journals continue to ap- 
pear. The houses of M.Venezelos,M. Negropoutes, 
and M. Yanoulato have been sacked, and gene- 
rally vengeance has been wreaked on the per- 
sons and property of notable Venezelists. In 
short, Athens is completely in the hands of sv- 
called Royalists. M. Venezelos, whom I visited 
yesterday, was profoundly shocked at the tra- 
gedy of Athens, and places the entire respon-

Reuter’s Agency is informed that the Anglo- 
Hellenic League yesterday afternoon received

The news we get now comes from the private 
information of people who have taken refuge 
here.

Zymbrakakis, Chief of the Police; M. Maroudas, 
belonging to the police; General Korakas, M. 
Mazaraku, Director of the Ministry of the In- 
terior; and M. Ractivan. The number of killed 
and wounded is unknown. The offices of the 
Venezelist papers, and especially La WNouvellr, 
have been sacked. Several shops and houses 
how sg | to Venezelists and the Hotel de la 
Grande Bretagne have also been sacked.

Maddock from Mount 
Jerome House asking for the vote of a gentle- 
man whose name he (Mr. Maxwell) did not 
wish to mention, and stating that he (Mr. 
Maddock) believed that this year the competi- 
tion for places on the Genera] Purposes ~ 
mittee would be very keen. As far as, he 
(Mr. Maxwell) was concerned, he would not 
deem it to be an honour to be elected as the 
result of asking members for their votes, and 
he knew that several members of the Society 
eel being canv 
S. Maddock, J.P., replied that he had 
writin to some private and personal! friends of 
his own with reference to the election, and he 
repudiated the right of Mr. Maxwell, who had 
not a m y of interest in the Society, to 
dictate to him. ‘There was no by-law or rule 
with regard to this matter, and, that being so 
he was within his right in doing what he had 
done, and would do again, unless forbidden to 
do so by a rule of the Society. It would be 
carrying things er far if in absence of a 
by-law or rule to the contrary a man was pro- 
h‘bited frum writing to his friends on 
oceasions of this kind. Mr. Maxwell had not 
attended the meetings of the General EA 
Committee, as he should have done, 
years ago he (Mr. Maddock) believed it was 
ruled that a member of the Society was entitled 
to canvass his personal friends if be wished. 
That was all he had done, and he would con- 
tinue to do it until a change was made. He 
had written to rsonal friends,/and not to 
other members of the Society.

The President—The motion cannot be sent to 
the Counc, but it is a question whether, apart 
altogether from your motaon, the Council should 
not consider the matter after what has 
occurred. 

Mr. Maxwell asked to have his name as a 
candidate for a seat on the General Purposes 
Committee withdrawn, as. he would not care to 
sit on the Committee with men who were 
elected after canvassing for votes. Although 
he was a life member of the Society, he would 
cease to be a member if they did not withdraw 
Ais name.

Mr. Maxweill—Well, if I am elected I will 
resign 

Sir. Jose ph M‘Grath—Everyone would regret it 
if Mr. Maxwell did anything of the kind.

I 
think he is making too much of this personal 
matter, and I would appeal to him to reconsider 
it.
